2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

3. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
08/21/2008 has been entered. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

4. The terminal disclaimer filed on 08/26/2008 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
the Patent 6,566,450 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded.

5. The rejection of claims 1-8 and 13-17 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Debras et al U.S. Patent 
6,566,450 mailed on 09/01/2006 is withdrawn. Because, with respect to obviousness 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) Debras' 450 does not disclose a density of the second 
polyethylene resin nor a melt index MI2 within the range of 0.2 to 0.9 dg/min of the 
resulting polyethylene resins blend. With respect to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated, the Debras reference and the present application are commonly assigned, 
see Response of 1 1/29/2006, page 3; and of 01/03/2007. 

6. The potential obviousness-type double patenting of the present claims 1-8 and 

1 3-1 7 over claims 1 -1 0 of Patent 6,566,450 is overcome in light of the proper Terminal 
Disclaimer filed on 08/26/2008.
